MEMORANDA. 
JUNE, QUARTER, 1922. 


Vita! Statisties—June Quarter, 1922.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in June quarter numbered 13,352, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25-09 per 1,000 of population ; and the deaths, 4,738, which is 
equivalent to 8-90 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,596 marriages registered was 8:64. Compared with 
the average of the June quarter of the preceding five years, the 
death-rate was 18 per cent. and the birth-rate 1 per cent. lower, while 
the marriage-rate was 5 per cent. higher. 


Sydney and Suburbs—The births registered in June quarter 
aumbered 5,299, equivalent to a rate of 22:88 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 2,739 were males and 2,560 females, The rate is 
3 per cent. below the average of June quarter of the previous five 
years. 

The deaths in June quarter numbered 2,147, namely, 1,183 males 
and 964 females. The mortality rate of 9:27 per 1,000 of population per 
annum is 22 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the June 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 


The infantile mortality (deaths undér 1 year) was 61-0 per 1,000 
births, and is 4 per cent. below the average for the June quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade of New South Wales.—Imporis.—The Oversea’ Imports into New 
South Wales during the June quarter, 1922, were valued at 
£11,916,980, and show a decrease in value of £3,414,570, or 22:3 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of last year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise decreased by £3,426,682, and gold. increased by £12,112. 
The total imports for the year ended 30th June, 1922, were 
£43,395,755, a decrease of £29,070,633 in comparison with the pre- 
vious financial year. 


Ezports——The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
June quarter, 1922, amounted to £12,883,323, being a decrease in value 
of £2,011,494, or 13°5 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of last year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and 
specie), the exports of merchandise decreased by £813,908, and the 
gold exports decreased by £1,197,586. For the year ended 30th 
June, 1922, the total exports were £47,757,210, being a decrease of 
£4,844,596, compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in June quarter, 
1922, were valued at £16,370,735, The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1922; the Oversea Imports at 
Sydney were valued at £41,342,425, and the Interstate Imports by sea at 
Sydney were £21,754,730, the total of the two being £63,097,155, Infor- 
mation as to the value of goods imported at Sydney from other ports of New 
South Wales is not available, 
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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the net revenue for the 
June quarter, 1922, was £11,870,201, being a decrease of £410,311, 
or 3:3 per cent., as compared with June quarter, 1921. During 
the twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the revenue was £35,813,595, 
being £1,684,311, or 4:9 per cent. more than the previous twelve 
months, 

Principal decreases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th June, 
1922, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were :— 

Returns (per capita) to the State by the Commonwealth Government, 
£20,682 ; State Income Tax, £485,208 ; Forestry—Sales, Fees, etc., 
£15,300 ; Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Rates, £73,174. The 
principal increases of revenue were: Stamp Duties, £42,049 ; Railways, 
£179,345 ; and Tramways, £13,516. 

The expenditure during June quarter, 1922, was £9;783,911, an 
increase of £795,015, as compared with June quarter of last year. 
During the twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the expenditure was 
£37,142,302, being £2;567,522, or 7-4 per cent. more than in the 
previous twelve months. 

Increases of expenditure during the June quarter, 1922, over 
the corresponding quarter of the previous year, were—Governmental, 
£90,152 ; Interest; £19,887.

Trading Banks. 


The banking returns for June quarter, 1922, show an 


increase in deposits, which, including Commonwealth Savings Bank 
Deposits, increased by £4,540,353 during the quarter, but were 


£1,313,441 less than in June quarter, 1921. 


Advances in Jtine quarter, 1922, were £657,215 less than in 
March quarter, 1922, and £6,374,243, or 6:1 per cent. less than in 


June quarter, 1921.

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Gold Production.—The gold yield during June quarter, 1922, was 6,236 oz. 
fine, valued at £26,487, and showed a decrease of 8,194 oz. fine, and 
£34,810 in value, compared with June quarter, 1921. The value of 
the gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 1921, was 
£217,370. : 

Land Selections.—In the year ended 30th June, 1922, there were 2,035 
applications for 1,238,406 acres for original holdings under the Crown 
Lands Acts; and 927,236 acres, representing 2,470 blocks, were set 
apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. 
During the quarter ended 30th June, 1922, the number of applications 
was 462, and the area applied for 278,206 acres. The lands set apart for 
original holdings in the quarter ended 30th June, 1922, were 187,409 
acres, representing 380 blocks, 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—!rom the information collected as to average retail 
prices of food in Sydney, it appears that in June, 1922, the prices of 
meat were 11 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; other food and 
groceries were 633 percent. higher; and the prices for the two combined 
were 5Q per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed a slight decrease, as compared with 
the previous month (May). Prices of meat were about the same as in 
May, and food and groceries were 4 per cent. cheaper ; and the two 
combined showed a scarcely perceptible decrease. 

Compared with the corresponding month (June) of 1921, meat 
was 181 per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 5 per cent. 
cheaper ; and the two combined were nearly 8 per cent. cheaper. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those in 
every-day consumption. 

Wholesale Prices.—During the June quarter, 1922, the general level of 
wholesale prices increased by 3 per cent., and is now 34 per cent. lower 
than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 

In May there was an increase of 7 per cent. in the index number 
of agricultural produce, and a 15 per cent. increase in the index number 
of dairy produce. 

The increase in agricultural produce was due to substantial increases 
in the prices of hay, chaff, bran and pollard, and in dairy produce to 
rises in the prices of butter and eggs. 

All other groups, with the exception of textiles and meat, showed 
slight decreases during the quarter. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 49 
commodities remained unchanged during the quarter, 25 increased, and 
26 became cheaper. 

New Buildings.— Metropolis —According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolis 
during the six months ended 50th June, 1922, numbered 3,687, as 
compared with 2,436 during six months ended June, 1921. 


Country Municipalities—Table No. 57 shows that during the six 
months ended June, 1922, permission was granted in country Muni- 
cipalities to erect 2,047 new buildings of the value of £1,319,605 as 
compared with 1,198, of a value of £762,365 in the corresponding period 


of 1921. 


Meteorology.—June quarter, 1922.—The rainfall over the greater portion of 
the State during the quarter was below the average. In April, although 
there was a fairly general rain during the first week, the falls were 
mostly light, except on the north-western and south-western slopes. In 
May the total rain was considerably below normal, except in parts of 
the Central and North Coastai Districts, and during June there was an 
absence of any widespread and heavy rain, although light rain fell on 
several occasions over a large part of the State. Snow fell on the 
Southern Highlands in each month, and in June extended to parts of 
the Central and Northern Tablelands and Western Slopes. 
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Labour Conditions in June Quarter, 1922.—The following particulars 
in regard to Employment and Dislocations have been taken from reports 
of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of June there were about 4,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district and about 8,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included workers in 
the engineering and iron trades, also labourers, salesmen and clerks ; 
there was a scarcity of women workers. 

During the June quarter, 6,456 positions for men and 2,820 for 
women were made available by employers through the agency of the 
State Labour Exchanges, and 6,188 men and 1,887 women were placed 
in positions ; in March quarter, 9,030 positions were made available, 
and 7,538 persons were placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the June quarter 27,516 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total loss 
amounted to 102,701 working days. The dislocations were more serious 
than in the previous quarter, when 25,996 employees were involved, 
with the loss of 106,104 days. 

Increases in Wages.—There were no increases in wages during the 
June Quarter. 

In a number of cases the weekly and hourly wage rates have been 


reduced in accordance with the Board of Trade declaration of 12th 
May, 1922.
